ASKED ABOUT VENIRE

Employe of Attorneys and 


Negro Still Under Bond} 


for Diversion of Panel 
List but Are Freed on 
Contempt Charges. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals 
today decided that Miss Odessa 
Simpkins, law office stenographer, 
and Henry West, Negro, former 
courthouse messenger, could not 
be compelled by the grand jury to 
answer its questions, answers to 
which, they said, might tend to in- 
criminate them. The two are wit- 
nesses into the diversion of grand 
jury lists, and alleged jury tamper- 
ing in the trial of Paul A. Richards, 
attorney, acquitted a year ago of 
the charge of kidnaping for ran- 
som in the Alexender Berg case. 

Circuit Judge Bader a week ago 
ordered the two sent to jail until 
they should answer the grand jury's 
questions Their attorney, Sigmund 
Bass, applied to the Court of Ap- 
peals for a writ ordering their re- 
lease, pleading that they were with- 
in their constitutional rights in re- 
fusing to answer, on the ground 
that they fearrd self-incrimination. 
The three members of the court, 
Judges Becker, Kane and McCul- 
len, today concurred in granting 
the writ. 

Still Under Bonds. 

Miss Simpkins and West need 
not go to jail for their refusal to 
testify, but they are still under 
common law bonds of $1000 each, 
given at the time of their arrest, 
March 20. The two, as shown by 
the grand jury’s record furnished 
to the Court of Appeals, were asked 
by the grand jury, and refused to 
say, whether petit jury lists were 
taken by West, in advance of the 
summoning of the juries, to the 
office of Verne R. C. Lacy, attorney 
for Richards, in the Missouri Pa- 
cific Annex building, were deliv- 
ered by West to Miss Simpkins, em- 
ployed in the office, and were 
copied by her for Lacy’s use. 

The grand jury’s record, filed with 
the Appellate Court, showed also 
that Miss Simpkins retfused to 
state whether, after her -arrest 
March 20, she took jury lists of 
March 6, 13 and 20 from a beok- 
case in Lacy’s Iaw office, and gave 
them to city detectives. Before this 
question was asked of Miss Simp- 
kins, the detective who arrested 
her, and a policewoman who, 
worked with them, had testified be- 
fore the grand jury. 

Attorney Bass argued today be- 
fore the Appellate Court that the 
constitutional rights of the two wit- 
hesses were clear, and were those 
guaranteed for 1000 years or more, 
and that to compel them to answer 
questions which might incriminate 
them would be equivalent to going 
back to inquisition and star-cham- 
ber times. 

Bass Not Questione& 

The Judges did not question Bass, 
but they all put questions to Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney McLaughlin, 
who argued in support of Judge 
Bader’s order.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Repre- 
sentatives of veterans’ organiza- 
tions seeking payment of the bonus 
said today in a statement that ar- 
rangements had been made for a 
convention of the ex-service men in 
Washington from May 13 to May 
18. 

The statement was given out by 
the veterans’ representatives at the 
White House, after conferences 
with Louis Howe, the President’s 


Howe's approval. 

“While here,” the statement said, 
“the authorities will provide quar- 
ters for the properly accredited del- 
egates who are unable to make pro- 
vision for their own accommoda- 
tions.” ' 

The statement said the delegates, 
selected on the basis of 20 for each 
congressional district, would return 
to their homes immediately after 
the convention ended. 

The veterans said, however, that 
the site for the accommodation of 
the ex-service men “will be provid- 
ed by the Government.’ 

“It will be on G overnment land,” 
the statement added, “outside of the 
limits of the District of Columbia 
and convenient to the meeting place 
at Washington.” 

The statement said the commit- 
tee which issued it assumed re- 
sponsibility for the orderly conduct 
of their delegates and that visitors 
without credentials to the gathering 
“must look after themselves.” 

The gathering was described as 
designed to promote: Immediate 


vice certificates; restoration of dis- 
ability compensation and allowances 
and immediate remedial relief for 
the unemployed and farmers. 

The statement was issued by 
George D. Brady, Harold Hicker- 
son, Emanuel Levin, Edward J. 
Williams and Albert G. Sellers. 
All five were present in Washing- 
ton during the bonus army march 
last summer. 

They said Williams represented 
the khaki shirts of America, Levin 
the Workers’ Ex-Service Men's 
League, Sellers the B. E. F. Rank 
and File of America, Inc.,.

Calculation 
of the production cost would involve 
such factors as prices farmers pay 
for consumption goods, whge levels 
of farm labor, capitalization of the 
farm plant and other factors, Simp- 
son contends that, by exercising 
this power, fixing farm prices well 
above present levels, the farm prob- 
lem would disappear overnight. 
Wallace favors the parity price 
as the goal of the relief administra- 
tion. This price would represent a 
return to pre-war, 1909-1914, levels,

Vague in His RKeplies.. 

The Attorney-General was vague 
in. his replies to questions re 
garding the immediate prosetution 
of holders of gold and gold certifi- 
cates. He said there would be “no 
activity en the part of the Depart- 

ment of Justice except in special 
instances “until Treasury and Jus- 
tice officials could check and re- 
check the large mass of information 
accumulated by the Treasury De 
partment from various sources.” 
He added that the Department of 
Justice did not now have the lists of 
persons who had withdrawn gold 
before the President’s executive or- 
der. “It is reasonable to assume,” 
he said, “that when the time comes 
we will get those lists.” 

. Asked whether the Department of 

Justice would accept the challenge 
of former Senator Thomas of Coloe- 
tado,. who. pu“ic* announced that 
he had $120 in gold and defied the 
Government to try to take it away 
from him, Cummings said: 

“The distinguished Senator will 
have to raise the ante.” 

When questioned how high the 
ante would have to be to force 
prosecution, -the Attorney-General 
observed that in a poker game it 
Was not customary to announce 
before at what figure one expected 
to “call.” 

A poker-playing reporter replied 
to this sally that the presidentia] 
order had set the “limit” at $100. 
This compelled a laugh from Cum- 
mings. Pressed for a specific state- 
ment, Cummings said that he could 
not tell when prosecutions would 
start. 

Cummings said in reply to a 
question, that the Teport that a 
New York iawyer had announced 
that he had $175,000 in gold stored 
away for a client and would not 
turn it in had been brought to his 
attention. 

“As this is understood here,” said 
Cummings, “this gold represénts 
funds held in trust for a non-resi- 
dent. This presents a complicated 
case, with many issues involved. If 
it were an instance of. an individual 
citizen who had this amount of gold 
stored away it would be a different 
matter and would have our imme- 
diate consideration.” As a iegal 


* proposition, the Attorney-General 


said, it might be possible to bring 
suit to take over the gold held in 
trust. 

Cummings said that District At- 
torneys on their own initiative 
might prosecute gold holders 
when they obtsined evidence of 
hoarding, but he declined to say 
how District Attorneys might ob- 
tain such evidence.

GENEVA, May 5.—Germany of- 
ficially raised the question of its 
right to equality in armaments, 
Both in the air and under the sea, 
at the world disarmament confer- 
ence today. | 

The German delegate introduced 
amendments to the British disarm- 
ament plan which were regarded 
as tantamount to serving notice 
that, unless military and naval air- 
planes and submarines are abol- 
ished, the German Government will 
want air fleets -nd submarine 
fleets. 

These amendments gave the im- 
pression at the conference that 
Germany expected t> participate in 
the conference of the big naval 
Powers slated for 1935. 

Both military airplanes and sub- 
marines are forbidden to Germany 
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BOGOTA, Colombia, May 5.—An

Offers to Aid in Efforts 
Toward Peace in Union 


GFIELD, Ill, May 5.—The 
N ’ aa 

0 orl Justice Commission of St. 
Louis offered its co-operation to 
Gov. Horner yesterday to bring 
about peace, and the “restoration 
of constitutional liberties” in the 
Southern Illinois coal fields. 

The Governor, who conferred 
with a committee of deaders of the 
commission for more than two 
pours, said he ould be glad to 
avail himself of its counsel and pre- 
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by the treaty of Versailles. 

The Berlin Government promises. 
until the end of 1936 not to build 
more surface ships than are allocat- 
ed to Germany, but some observers 
said it left the door open as to what 
it would do subsequently. 

The German position was set 
forth in a document in which it was 
asserted that the British draft dis- 

” armament convention failed to prv- 
pose reduction in the fleets of oth- 
er powers, but Germany hoped by 
1985 that the highly-armed naval 
powers would proceed to substan- 
tial reduction. 

Germany has not made use of its 
right to build the number of war- 
ships allowed it, the document con- 
tinued, and is ready to renounce 
part of this right until the naval 
question has been definitely scet- 
tled in 1935, and will not start build- 
ing. more than one warship. 

“Germany has not abandoned 
hope that the conference will de- 
cide on the complete abolishment/. 
of submarines, as requested by sev- 
eral states,” the document said. 

“If, however, it, is decided that 
submarines cannot be renounced 
for national defense, the German 
delegation reserves the right to re- 
‘turn to this question at a later 
date.” 

At an earlier stage the conference 
went on record in declaring it was 
impossible to abolish submersibles 
as somie nations considered them 
important weapons of defense.

declared that association members 
would not be dictated to by repre- 
sentatives of land grant colleges; 
and urged the discontinuance of ap- 
propriations for compulsory mili- 
tary training in colleges and univer- 
sities.

In a recent interview, Stribling 
said the South was the best pos- 
sible location for a novel; that “ev- 
erybody down home is writing nov- 
vels’; that no Northerner ever can 
understand the South. 

Anderson, whose play is still run- 
ning on Broadway, is a 44-year-old 
native of Atlantic, Pa., who started 
his career as a school teacher. He 
was a newspaper man from 1914 to 
1924, working on the Grand Forks 
(N. D.) Herald, the San Francisco 
Chronicle, the New York Globe, the 
San Francisco Bulletin and the New 
York World.

NEW YORK, May 5.—Dr. Hijal- 
mer Schacht, head of the German 
Reichsbank, arrived today for eco- 
nomic discussions with President 
Roosevelt and expressed the opin- 
ion that this country was the only 
one able to solve the world’s prob- 


lems. 
“It is fine that America has taken, 


the initiative,” he said aboard the 
liner Deutschland before being 
transferred at Quarantine to the 
city tug Macom, “becaus* we think 
you are the only people who can 
solve the world’s problems.” 

“T am instructed “y my Chancel- 
lor to express his warm regard and 
admiration for your courageous 
President.” 

The Macom proceeded to Jersey 
City, N. J., where Dr. Schacht 
boarded a special train for Wash- 
ington. 

Schacht’s Radio Speech. 

After talking with newspaper 
men on the Deutschland and 
answering their questions, Dr. 
Schacht made a brief formal speech 
in which he said: “The last time I 
came over, two and a half years 
ago, I had the bad luck of telling 
you a good many things which 
many of you were not pleased to 
listen to, but which very soon 
proved to be true. Well, I cannot 
act against my nature. Therefore, 
if you will allow me, I am going 
© speak some more truths. Maybe 
they will be received this time with 
less criticism because of the experi- 
ences we have meanwhile been 
through. 


“The first truth is that there is 
more hope this time for our mak- 
ing headway in overcoming the 
world’s crisis because your peo- 
ple have taken the initiative. Let 
me put it in.a few plain words: 
The Americans won the war; they 
have to make the peace. 

“The second truth is this: Many 
people are trying to convince you 
that the present economic crisis is 
based on economic reasons. Don't 
you believe them. Our crisis is a 
moral one, economic well-being will 
only return if a fair chance is giv- 
en to everybody. Instead, all forces 
are used to keep down the de- 
feated. He is asked to pay, but 
not allowed to earn. 

Suggests Way Out. 


“And here is a certain truth: 


Don’t try to cure the @isease at the 
symptom. Remove’ the causes. 
Monetary changes, tariff machinery 
and similar methods may ease the 
feeling for awhile, but more is 
needed. 

“There are two ways out. One 
is separation from each other, lead- 
ing to lower standards of living. 
The other is international co-oper- 
ation for opening up new markets. 
Here is.our choice—separation and 
poverty, or co-operation and pros- 
perity. 

“I know I could have been more 
pleasing in addressing you, but I 
don’t think I would have been 
more helpful.

History fully records the disastrous consequences of 
uncontrolled inflation. The Amefican colonies 
financed the Revolution by printing paper in- 
stead of taxing or borrowing. By 1780, in conse 
quence, shoes were selling at $100 a pair. In 1790, 
the currency was funded at 1 cent on the dollar. Its 
depreciation led Washington to cémplain that “a 
wagon-load of money. will scarcely buy a wagon-load 
of -provisions.” It gave birth to the expression, “not 
worth a Continental,” which is still used to describe 
utter worthléessness. 
France, following her revolution, duplicated our 
experience. The assignats were multiplied between 
1790 and 1795 until the price of shoes had jumped 
from 6 francs to 200 francs; flour from 2 francs to 
226 francs. The price of soap was multiplied by 
44; of sugar by 69; of wood by 125. Redemption 
ultimately came at the rate of 100 for 1. Civil War 
greenbacks in America fell by 1864 to 39 cents on the 
dollar, cut real wages by a third, added $500,000,000 
to the cost of the war. 
It remained for the World War to force the ulti- 
mate in currency depreciation. As the ruble fell, 
pricés in Russia rose to 15,000,000 times their pre-war 
level. The German reichsmark, once valued at four 
to the dollar, dropped to four trillion to the dollar; 
was finally converted on the basis of a billion to one. 

Uncontrolled inflation wipes out all savings de- 
posits; renders all insurance policies worthless; de- 
stroys all endowments; ruthlessly confiscates the sav- 
ings of the people. Honest governments must set 
their faces like stone against it. It is not strange, 
therefore, that people should ask whether the adop- 
tion of a policy of controlled inflation will eventually 
lead us into reckless, headlong and uncontrolled in- 
flation. We are emphatically of the opinion that it 
cannot and will not have this result. 

Uncontrolled inflation, where it ‘bas occurred, has 
always been the consequence of economic compulsion. 
Nations which have embarked upon an inflationary 
policy have been driven into it by extraordinary pub- 
lic expenditures, hopelessly unbalanced budgets, re- 
peated deficits, ruined credit, adverse trade balances, 
heavy foreign debts and dwindling stocks of gold. 
In the present American situation, there is not 
a single one of these conditions present. Our sit-' 
uation is, in fact, the exact opposite of one which 
would drive us into limitless inflation. We are not 
at war. We have cut public expenditures. We have 
balanced our budget. Our credit is sound. Our trade 
balance is running heavily in our favor. We are a 
creditor, not a debtor, to the world. Our gold store 
of $4,300,000,000 is more than one-third of the world’s 
supply. It is more than any other nation has ever 
possessed. It is more than ample to back our cur- 
rency and our credit. 

Our experience is thus unique among nations which 
have chosen to inflate. There is no parallel for it in 
the history of past inflations. The demoralization 
which has followed the depreciation of other curren- 
cies need not alarm us. For us, the problem of con- 
trol presents no difficulties. We can introduce such 
measure of inflation as seems necessary and wise 
under the circumstances. And we can check infla- 
tionary action at that point. 

There is no economic pressure which can force the 
United States into an inflation which would get be- 
yond control. America can go on to uncontrolled in- 
flation only if it deliberately chooses to do so. We 
are confident that the present administration will 
make no such choice, 
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RARE NEWS FROM VIENNA. 

One must go far away, says an old proverb, to get 
the latest news from home. Thus, we learn from 
banner headlines in the Vienna Herald that an Amer- 
ican scholar is poring over Austria’s archives to find 
the solution of “some of the most vital and pressing 
problems of the American commonwealth.” What is 
hampering world economic relations, it is soberly 
stated, is the treaty powers of the American Senate, 
where, for ratification, “a three-fourths majority is 
requisite.” (This is a bit of news in itself, as the 
Constitution says two-thirds.) It is addéd that this 
evil is recognized by leading American statesmen, 
“such as the present Secretary of State, Hage.” What 
he hopes to find in Austrian archives about the Amer- 
ican Constitution, the savant does not reveal. We 
wish him well in his quest, however. On his return, 
if successful, be should be sent to the sacred libra- 
ries of Thibet to find the solution of the tariff prob- 
lem, and then to the stone carvings of Easter Island, 
where the secrets of stabilized currency undoubtedly 
are concealed. 
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OBSTACLES TO TARIFF REVISION. 
In its high hopes for lowering of tariff barriers at 
the world economic conference next month, the world 
should not forget that in the past it has proved vir- 
tually as difficult to obtain tariff limitation is to 
achieve arms limitation. The previous efforts in that 
direction have been disappointing. A world economic 
conference met in Geneva in 1927, adopted a reso- 
lution denouncing current tariffsag too high, sug- 
gested means for undertaking their reduction, then 
adjourned without action. A conference for aboli- 
tion \ot import and export restrictions met in Ge- 
neva in the same year. It adopted a convention, 


including the United States, approved it. In those 
piping times of prosperity, world sentiment was not 
behind such movements, and only a minority voice 
warned of whither tariff methods were leading.

CHILDREN ON STRIKE. 

If ever a strike of workers deserved public sym- 
pathy, it is the demonstration of child sweatshop 
employes in Pennsylvania against miserly wages and 
barbarous working conditions. That it receives such 
sympathy there can be no doubt. 

The strike now has spread to include 300 children 
who hitherto had not dared to leave their machines 
and thereby sacrifice the few pennies their labors 
added to the family income. That human beings can 
be induced to work for a wage averaging $3 to $4 
a week, often less than $1 for individual workers, 
shows to what depths of dire want the depression has 
driven them. Even at this starvation scale, the chil- 


ised pay, and unscrupulous employers have driven 
the wage steadily lower. 

What possible defense these exploiters of child la- 
bor can offer has not been made public, but it may 
be discounted in advance. Secretary Perkins, while 
New York State Industrial Commissioner, made the 
following statement in refutation of the employers’ 
specious explanations: 

Frequently, employers charged with violations 
of the child labor law have pleaded that the 
child was hired because no other member of his 
family had a job and only the child’s earnings 
stood between the family and destitution. I do 
not question that this is often true. But I do 
question the sociel wisdom of settling upon the 
shoulders of adolescents the burden of pulling us 
through the depression. I also question the com- 
plete veracity of an employer who claims that 
his motive in hiring adolescents is to help the 
child’s family. Such child labor is not really 
intended to help the family. It is primarily a 
search for the cheapest possible labor. It would 
be better during this depression to keep children 
under 16 out of employment entirely, and to ac- 
knowledge a social responsibility for maintenance 
of families dependent upon them. 

The changing scene.of child exploitation also shows 
the futility of action by single states. Last year, 
the scandals centéred in Connecticut, until Gov. Cross 
won his fight for labor legislation. This year, with 
New York enacting a minimum wage law, the scene 
shifts to Pennsylvania. Always, the exploiters will find 
refuge in regions where the laws favor them, and their 
power as lobbyists will preserve sanctuaries for their 
operations in certain states. That is why no action 
save by Congress will end the degradation of children 
who supplant their elders on the payrolls. The chil- 
dren’s strikes, it is to be hoped, will awaken Con- 
gress to the need of abolishing child labor, at one 
stroke, throughout the nation. 
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A JUDGE AND HIS SON. 

The Chicago Bar Association has performed a pub- 
lic service in bringing to light the receivership prac- 
tices of Judge Charles E. Woodward of the Federal 
Court for the Northern District of Illinois. As dis- 
closed by the association’s report, Judge Woodward, in 
about a year and a half, appointed as counsel in 10 
receiverships the law firm in which his son is em- 
ployed. For its services in these cases he allowed 
the firm $122,500 in fees. Meanwhile, the report dg 
tlares, the law firm increased the salary of the 
Judge’s son from $3000 to $13,000. While further in- 
vestigation may not prove this to be the case, it ap- 
pears on the basis of the Chicago Bar Association's 
tempered report that Judge Woodward showed an 
unfortunate favoritism in his selection of counsel and 
that it was not unappreciated by the preferred law 
firm. Every Judge ought to fulfill his duties in a 
manner which precludes criticism for special favors. 
A Judge who has been so imprudent as Judge Wood- 
ward lays himself open to severe censure. 
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THE. LAST STAND. 
For the seventh time, the United States Senate has 
passed a bill sponsored by Senator Norris for Gov- 
ernment operation of Muscle Shoals power and fer- 
tilizer plants. In the House, the power interests 
which have been fighting the proposal for more than 
a decade are making a last desperate stand. The 
House bill, passed some days ago, differs from the 
Senate bill in a vital respect, namely, it would com- 
pel the Government to seek contracts with private 
companies for transmission of the power generated 
before building trangmission lines itself. 
It is, of course, impossible for the Government to 
set up a demonstration of electric power costs unless 
it controls the whole process, from generator to con- 
sumer. The cost of generating electricity is but a 
fractional part of the price paid by the consumer. 
The private power interests are reconciled to Gov- 
efnment operation of the Muscle Shoals generating 
plants, but they have deadly fear of the showing 
that might be made if the Government owned trans- 
mission lines as well. The public would then have 
a yardstick by which it could’ measure the rates of 
private companies, and it is hardly a bold prophecy 
that the comparison would revegl that those rates are, 
in many cases, extortionate. 
Mr. Roosevelt's position in the controversy is not 
entirely clear. Last July, he was reported as saying 
that if private companies are willing to strip the cost 
of the nsmisgion lines of all water and wind; he 
would be willing to fans to them the power generated 
at Muscle Shoals. at is a large “if.” Toward the 
present legislation, Mr. Roosevelt has thus far re- 
mained aloof, leaving Congress to work out the de- 
tails, External! evidence, however, such as Norri#’ 
support of the Roosevelt candidacy last fall, indicates 
the President will be guided in this matter by the 
position of Senator Norris. We do not believe Norris. 
will consent to the proposal in the House bill, because 
conceivably it would wreck his whole idea. 
. The differences between the Senate and House bills 
are now to be worked out in conference. We trust 
they will be resolved in favor of the former. Al- 
ready the Government has invested about $150,000,- 
000 at Muscle Shoals, and it is preparing to spend 
many millions more in the construction of the Cove 
Creek dam. It would be farcical if private power 
interests were to be pérmitted to deprive the tax- 
payers of the full benefit of the project.

OW few of us are really

Of course, in a sense, we are 
all bound hand and foot, tied 
down by the basic limits of life, 
Duty limits us; hunger chains 
us to labor. But there are oth- 
er fetters which do not belong 
to life itself; we forge them for 
ourselves. Not only do we forge 
our chains, but we hug them, 
cling to them, and actually love 
them—or at least are unable to 
break them. ’ 

The slaves, of fear are a mul- 
titude, made creepers and 
cringers by all sorts of fears 
for which there is not neces- 
sity; fear of ourselves, fear of 
others, fear of things that do 
not exist. Pride, too, ties us 
down, limiting us to the petty 
things that have to do with 
self, shutting us up in a tiny 
cell of self-will, as in a narrow 
dungeon.
